The Expectation le That a Number of 

Other Poet Offlee Indictments Will 
\ Be Returned By the Federal 
^ Orand Jury. 

Washington, Oct. 2.— The grand Jury 
of the anpreme court of the DIatrtct at 

Columbia Thureday brouRht In three 
more Indictments In connection with 
the post otBce tlopartment invcBtiga- 
tion. One was a joint indictment 
igslnat Oeorfe W. Beareri, formerly 
chief of th« lalafr Md anowane* di- 
vision of the post office department, 
and Stato Senator George A. Green, 
of Blnghamton. N. Y. This indictment 
was brought under Section 5440 of the 
reriaed atatutea and is on the general 
ground that they entered into a con- 
eplraoy to defraud the goveminent. 
ThlR, It la alleged, they accomplished 
in the sale of time clocks from which 
sale they were onahled to reap a re- 
ward because of Mr. Beaver's connec- 
tion with the department by which the 
clocks were ptircbaaod. ,.Th^^ fohner 
tndtctment aealnst CMiKn Itrd Bea- 
▼ers was under another section of 
the statutes and charged conspiracy 
against the United States. 

The other two Indictments were 
•gainst Scott Towera, who has charge 
(Jf one of the principal sub-post offlee 
stations In Waahlngton. He is 'accuR- 
rd of having received a commission 
on the sale of book typewriting ma- 
dhlnes to the government In contraven- 
tion of SecUona 178^ fmd 1789 ^ the 
iarlaed atetutea whlek :pf4%lblt oW«^ 
or employes of the United States from 
rrfeelvlng other compensation than 
their sal.Trif s for prociiring contracts 
from the government, or for services 
rendered. 

Immediately after receiving Informa- 
tfoni of the indictment of Towera the 
postmaster general isaned an order to 
Postmaster Merritt, of WtaRhlngton, 
diemlsaing Towers from office 

Tn joint Indictment against Heavers 
and Green the apeclflc accnnatlon is 
that (Veen, as the ageat of the Inter- 
mtional Tim* Recording Co., made an 
JIgreement w4th Beavers to the effect 
that If Beavers would allow Green to 
have the contract for furnishing the 
post office department with the time 
Bachines Beavers would receive as 
oompenaation for hla aervicea 10 per 
,ttmt of the salea. 

The two indictments against Tow- 
ers alleged that he received In all 
about $1,800 for aiding a typewriter 
company to procure the contract for 
providing typewriters for various post 
oflcea and that he received |G0 out of 
every |200l paid by the government to 
the company. Henry J. Oensler and 
Henry J. Gensler, jr., are named as 
the agents through whom Towers did 
business with the typewriting firm, 
which is a l^w York concern. 
. Towers appeared at the eilty ball 
Thursday afternoon with hla attorney 
and gave bond in the WUmjft flO.OOO 
for his appearance. 

The present grand Jury will adjourn 
Anally next Monday and the expecta-

Camp Toung, West Point. Ky.. Oct. 
2.— The organlied militia of aix atates 

poured in on Camp Young by the 
thousands Thursday and by night the 
greater portion of Uje 9,000 or more 
troops had arrived, although only 
atraut half of them had established per 
DMBtBt osin^ by nightfiOL For the 
reguTar troops already In camp the 
day was rather a auiet one. The In- 
fantry put In a hard but uneventful 
stretch of work at digging intreneh- 
ments. The cavalry brigade spent the 
morning poliahipg up for a brigade 
review, which m>k place In the after- 
noon. 

Twelve htindred men from the 1st, 
3d and 2'Uh infantries were set to 
work early in the day on a series of 
Intrenchmenta with a front of about 
1.700 feet The time coaaumed'and 
the quality of the vrork We>e apprais- 
ed by Gen. Bates and the umpires. 
The principal object In throwing up 
the works, however, was that they 
might be used for the instruction of 
the offlcera of the state guard. 

The review of the cavalry in the 
afternoon waa attended by Gen. Bates, 
the timplres and nearly all the visiting 
ofUcers, Including MaJ. Raspapoff and 
Col. Foster, the representatives of the 
Russian and British armies. The 
troops on review consisting of two 
squadrona of the 7th, a aquadron of 
the 8th and two troops each of the 2d 
and 4th, made a (Ucidcd Impression on 
the foreign atta(he». After they had 
passed in review the 7th was re-form- 
ed in line and to the accompaniment 
of music went throdgh the flrat and 
second aerlaa df Ipovements provided 
In the Butta manual for sabres. 



A MONTHLY STATEMENT. 



The ,Receipts and Expenditures of the 
Oovernment Laat Month. 



Washington. Oct. 2. — The monthly 
statement of the j;uvt'rnni< nt receipts 
anil expenditures shows that the total 
receipts for the month of September, 
1903, were 844,969,818 and the expendl- 
turea 838,480,988, a surplus for the 
month of $6,540,000. 

The receipts fell below those of Sep- 
tember. 1902, by |3.r,ll.000. The re- 
ceipts from customs aggregated 823,- 
636.074. a decrease of 12,690,000. Inter- 
nal revenue, 119,201,229; decrease, 
8588,479: mlacellaneoua, 12,183,515; 
decrease, $431,000. 

The expenditures on account of the 
war (li'parttiK nt show an, Increase of 
$1,556,000, and on account of the navy 
an Increaae of 8697.000. 

The total receipts for the three 
months of the present flscij year ex-' 
ceeded the e^pendlturee by 15.890,876.

Three Brothers Paid the Penalty For 

Their Many Crin»es. 

DannemorA, N. Y., Oct. 2.— The tri- 
ple execution of the three Van Wor- 
mer brothers was completed within 16 
mlQutes Thursday. At 11:29 the wit- 
nesses started for the death chamber. 
At 11:32 Willis Van Wormer was sum- 
moned to the chair, which bail already 
been tested. He entered the chair at 
11:34>,^, and at 11:35«4 the current 
was turned on. He waa declared dead 
at 11:37. 

Frederick entered the di.Tth cham- 
ber at 11:40:30, the current was turn- 
ed on at 11:42 and Frederick waa dead 
at 11:43. 

Burton entered the death chamber 

at 11:47. received the current at 11:48 
and was declared dead at 11:48:30. 

Tlii.s arraiiRpment of tho order of 
death was agreed upon by the boys 
themselves, after a long discussion. 
They decided that Wlllla should be 
permitted to go flrat, beeaose Of hla 
Ill-health and consequent weakness. 
Willis, throughout bis long confine- 
ment here, haa been afflicted with ItuoB 
trouble. 

Early In life tho three brothers de- 
veloped Into a capacity for crime that 
would have Quallfled them for mem- 
bers In the worst gang of bandits that 
ever Infested the western frontier. 

For nearly two years before the cul- 
minating atrocity which haa brought 
down npoB them the extreme penalty 
of the law, they literally were bandits, 
open and defiant 

Their crimes culminated In the mur- 
der and robbery of their uncle, who 
had several times saved them from ar- 
rest by paying their victims. 

TEXAS LYNCHING. 



Walter Davis, Colored, Hangod to a 
Tree By a Mob. 



Marshall. Tex.. Oct. 2.— Thursday 
Bight a mob of aeveral hundred men 
forced their way through the brick 
wall of the city Jail with the aid of a 
telephone pole and with sledge ham- 
mers and crowbars took out Walter 
Davis, a Negro, and marched him to 
the west side of town, where he was 
hanged to a tree. 

The lynching waa the reault of the 
killing of Constable Hayes Thursday 
morning, while he was taking a Negro 
to Jail. Hayes was shot from ambush, 
being literally riddled with bullets. 
Shortly after killing the constable 
Walter Davis and two other Negroes 
were arrested and lodged In Jail at 
Marshall. A mob formed during the 
afternoon and attacked the jail. The 
Marshall Musketeers were ordered out 
and arrived at the Jail. after the mob 
had secured the Negro.

It Ended With a Banquet to Vlaiting 
Mayors end a Concert. 



Chicago, Oct. 2. — A banquet to the 
visiting mayors and a concert by the 
United States marine band, followed 
Thureday night by a public gathering 
at the Auditorium theater, at which 
Mayor Seth l>ow. of New York, was 
the principal speakt^r. and brought Chi- 
cago's l entennial celebration to a close 
with tiio exception of the fireworks, 
which will be displayed Friday night. 
Mayors of a score of cities sat down to 
the evening banquet in their honor, 
attended by more than 400 residents 
of Chicago. At 7:;(0 o'clock the ITnil- 
ed States marine band of Wa^ihington 
began a concert in the Auditorium 
theater and, one hour later the ban- 
quetere took seats on the platform to 
listen to Mayor Low'a apeech on "Civ- 
ic Federat ion."

HE WAS STiiUNe UP BY THE MOB 



A Deputy Sheriff and \\U As^fistantj 
KuiilieU Forward, Cut the Uope 
and Eaeaped With prlioacr. 



Five Persons Were Shot and Danger 
ously Wounded Previously In a 
Fight Between, the Prieenera 
and the Oflleere. 

Oxford, O.. Oct. 2.— FIvo persons 
were shot and dangerously wounded 
Thursday night In a fight between ofl!'> 
cen and aavmral atrangera from Ken* 
tucky who were ahootlhc their revol* 
vers on the streeta dorlng the fhtr. 
Two of the Kentucklana were named 
Joseph and John Splvey. Marshal 
John Woodruff and his deputy, Jacob 
Manrod, endeavored to arrest them 
and were abot. Marshal Woodruff In 
the right breast and Deputy Manrod 
In tho loft wrist. A crowd started in 
pursuit of the Splvey brothers and 
overtook thorn. Joseph Splvey was 
shot in tho* right side with a load of 
buckshot and his brother was knocked 
unconscious with a stone thrown by 
some one In the crowd of pursuers. 
During tho fight a stranger who re- 
fuses to give his naiuo was shot In the 
abdomen and is in a dangerous con- 
dition. The Spiveys were arrested. 

A large crowd followed and soon 
surrounded the Jail. They had secured 
a rope and endeavored to take both 
I.ouls Splvey and Joseph Splvey out 
of the officers' hands, but they were 
frustrated by the officers. The mob 
also had no recognized leader, and 
were Ineffectual In their deelree. Fl' 
nally Everett Woodrtiff, the father of 
the wounded marshal, appeared on the 
scene and expected the mob to avenge 
the murder of his son, himself direct- 
ing the mob, the door of the Jail waa 
battered down and a long rope waa 
fastened around the neck of Joeeph 
Splvey and he was led forth. Fitlly 
one hunilrcil men bail lioUl of the rope 
and till y ili aggeil him through the 
street in the direction of the public 
park. Splvey begged and cried for 
mercy and implored the mob to allow 
him to see his wife and children be- 
fore they hung hlni. Epithets and 
curses were heaped upon him. and he 
was draggcil tiy the infiirlateil mob to 
the public park. When they came to 
the tree where 11 years ago a mob 
had lynched Henry Corbin. the Negro 
who killed Mrs. Horner, and murder- 
o>isjy assaulted her daughter, a voice 
cried out to haJt and to hang him. 
Thla tree waa also the scene 25 yeara 
ago of a lynching of a Negro who had 
also aaaaulted a lady. The rope wae 
swung around a Ihnb and Splvey waa 
Jerked Into midair. Tn their hurry the 
mob neglected to tie Splvey's lianils 
and he grabbed the rope above hia 
head and saved himself. He cried plt- 
eously and begged to be allowed to 
write a letter to bis wife apd children. 
A voice in the mob cried out to leave 
him down and the mob released the 
rope, anil Sjilvey was given a pencil 
and paper. He vainly endeavored to 
write, but it was utterly unintelligible. 
A voice cried out, hanf him. and the 
rope tightened and Splvey was again 
suspended in midair. He again grab- 
bed the rope above hla head and !><»• 
tween stranxiilations l)egged anil plead- 
ed for an opportunity to write a letter 
to his wife and children. He waa 
again let down but only repeated hi* 
former miserable efforts. There were 
in the mob a nuinlier of Nenroes and 
they were greatly exiiteii. A coloreil 
man raiseil liis voice and said that If 
Splvey were a colored man. he would 
have been swung into eternity long 
ago. The rope aimln tightened ^tod 
Splvey was suspended for a third time 
In midair. T'lcre was a sudden jost- 
ling, and Di'puiy SIiitiIT llranuan and 
a few assistants rusln il forward, cut 
the rope and daelied down the street 
iflth the prisoner. 

He was rushed to the Jail and hhe 
been spirited out of town. 

John Splvey Is dying with a bullet 
through his head. The stranger Uvea 
at Monroe, 6., and will die. Thenar* 
ahal and deputy will recover.
